Small cent sized medalettes with loop were 
issued for the Lincoln, N. H. Bicentennial 
in 1964. A few of these were located recently 
by a Nashua member. They also issued wooden 
nickels, which seem to be scarce today. 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 
Supplement to Chapter 3, STATE BANK NOTES 

The series on State Bank Notes which was published in the Nonagon from 
Fall 1966 through Spring 1969 was accompanied by illustrations of various 
notes as available. Since that time additional notes have been acquired, 
some unlisted or not di scribed in Wismer's list in the Numismatists of April 
to July 1928. The inside cover of this issue shows a new variety of $10 note 
from the Ashuelot Bank of Keene, an unlisted note from Winnipissogee Bank of 
Meredith, and a $3 note from the Souhegan Bank, Milford. The latter is des- 
cribed in Wismer but is a rare note from a town not represented in our pre- 
vious illustrations. "Phony as a $3 bill" did not apply in the days of private 
or State banks, as $3 notes were issued by many banks at that time.
